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AMERICANS WILL FIGHT IN EUROPE 
It can be regarded now only as a commentary on 
political expediency that Gen. Marshall’s statement 
about American soldiers invading Fiance should cause 
eyebrows to be raised. 
Gen. Marshall, as chief of 
staff, cannot be held responsible for what politicians 
may have said in their bids for popular support, 
He knew what now is clear to everybody, that the 
Axis cannot be held from the victory it seeks by re­ 
treating before it in Belgium, in Greece, in Crete, in 
Norway, in the Philippines, In the Malay peninsula 
and Burma 
He knew that the Axis some day would 
have to be stopped in its own back yard, 
Gen. Marshall knew, moreover, that this would 
not be done by means of ships standing offshore and 
shooting guns, or airplanes peppering the landscape 
with high explosives, or wishful thinking 
He knew 
it would have to be done by armies striking where the 
Axis was weak and driving for its heart. 
It was not 
Gen Marshall or any ottier military man who prom­ 
ised that Americans wouldn’t fight in Europe. 
Within the last six months there has been a trans­ 
formation of American thought about war. 
To re­ 
member now what was said before Dec. 7 and to en­ 
gage Bi recriminations about statements proved false 
is like raging about a promise of fireproof construc­ 
tion when a building is burning down

H ie United States Is determined that it shall no 
lose the war 
It intends to do whatever is necessary 
to keep the Axis from winning the war. There is onlj 
one way to do it. 
Armies must march into Oermat 
territory and subdue German militarism where It im 
Its scur -e. 
It would be eminently satisfactory if tin 
armies could be British armies, under the circum 
stances, but here again Gen Marshall and the mili 
lary men cannot afford to he politicians; they knot 
that it Is going to tnke American armies, too.

things for government* that have tried to behave 
Whatever nice things they desire they must get lo 
themselves, the hard way.

1. H ie United States can deport any allen tf he 
advocates anarchism or opposition to all organises 
government, or unlawful destruction of property o 
sabotage, or assassination or physical assault of publu 
ol filial;-, or overthrow by force or violence of the 
United States or of all law. 
The law also provide 
that an alen is deportable lf affiliated with any groin 
advocating such doctrines. 
2. The question Iii the Bridges case has been 
whether or not the defendant was a member of tin 
Communist party. 
Attorney General Biddle finds ii. 
the affirmative 
The point at law to be decided now 
is whether membership in the Communist party i 
sufficient ground for deportation 
Again, Attorney 
Genei a1 Biddie says it is, but it is possible he does so 
only to settle an Issue of long standing. 
The United State* Supreme court has ruled that 
p;st membership in the Communist party ta not a 
statutory ground for deportation of an allen; whethet 
pp i nt membership Is different remains to be seen 
Long since, the case became infinitely more important 
titan the man involved in it.
